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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Examiner acknowledges the reply filed 6/13/2007 in which no claims were 
amended, currently claims 1-25 are pending for examination in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-4, 9-12, 15-18 and 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipate by Dinh et al. (6,042,578). Dinh et al. discloses a multilumen extruded 
catheter with reinforcing braids. 

Regarding claims 1-4, 9-12, 15-18 and 22-25, Dinh et al. discloses a catheter 
(10, Figure 1) comprising a proximal tube segment (20) containing a polymer material of 
a first durometer and first amount of radiopaque filler, a distal tub segment (30) having a 
polymer material of a second durometer and a second amount of radiopaque filler, 
wherein the first durometer is higher that the second durometer and the percentage by 
weight of the first amount is lower than that of the second amount (col 5); and a 
transition tube segment (80) composed of different durometer polymers forming a 
continuously variable section interposed between the proximal tube segment and the 
distal tube segment forming a single tube with one or more lumens (Figures 1-6). 
Additionally, Dinh et al. discloses a hub component (40, 50) attached to the proximal 
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end of the proximal tube segment adapted to remain outside the body of the patient 
(Figures 1 and 6). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl^ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the Invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 5-8, 13-14 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Dinh et al. Dinh et al. meets the claim limitations as described 

above except for the specific durometer and radiopaque changes within the transition 

tube segment. 

Regarding claims 5-8, 13-14 and 19-21, Dinh et al. discloses a transition tube 
segment (80) composed of different durometer plastics and fillers (col 5). It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to construct the transition tube segment of Dinh et al. as claimed by Applicant to 
achieve a good transition between the distal and proximal tube segments and since it 
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has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known 
material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design 
choice. In re Leshin, 227 F.2d 197, 125 USPQ 416 (CCPA 1960). 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed 4/10/2007, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-25 under Chee et al. have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Dinh et al. (see above).
